ME. M'GUIRE'S STATEMENT,

A statement made by Mr. P. J. McGuire,
of the Carpenters’ Brotherhood with ref-
erence to the recent carpenters’ strike in
this city, appears elsewhere in this issue.
As an explanstion of Mr. McGuire's
course, it is interesting; but it is doubtful
whether it will have a good effect as prov-
ing the wisdom of that course, or as allay-
ing the soreness of the recent strikers.

Mr. MeGulre's first statement makes the
point whieh was mooted in the columns of
Tue Disparcn, that the strike was not in
accordance with the rules of the United
Brotherhood and consequently was not
entitled to aid.  Further Mr. MeGuire as.
serts that the appeal of Union 230 to the
General Exeeutive Board was sustained
and the organizations in this city were so
notified. But Mr. McGulre states that the
sympathy felt for the strikers in their gal-
lavt though unauthorized contest was such
that he gave them the moral support of
his position and financial aid was furn.
ished the strikers from time to time to o
total of £13,000,

Right here is where Mr. McGuire's
statement of actions is inconsistent with his
statement of principles. The rulesof a
national labor organization, if they have
any value at all, should be maintained,
and those intended to prevent the ealam-
ity of injudicious or unauthorized strikes
have the same importunce as any others.
According to Mr. MeGuire's statement the
men who directed a strike were violating
the rules of the order. The men who did
not wish to strike were the faithful mem-
bers. Under these circumstances upon
what logic Mr. MeGuire and the Executive
Board deemed themselves justified in
spending funds for the aid of those who
violated the rules, and in using their
moral influence against those who were
acting In accordance with the rules in
keeping at work, it is difficuit to sce.

No doubt Mr. MeGuire's sympathy for
the men had a reasonable foundation, as
wis the ease with that share of the pullie,
whaose sympathies were on that side.  But,
if rules for the prevention of injudicions
strikes are not upheld by the officers of
the organization, of what use are they?

THE SPEECH REMAINS,

Nir. John Russell Young registered in
vesterday's Disparcu his recollections of
the first Gettysburg dedication at which
Mr. Lincoln’s famons eulogy was delfv-
ered.  Mr. Young thinks that short speech
has been clevated to undoe importance,
and states at length his reasons for think-
ing so,

These reasons are more weighty in
classifying Mr. Young's judgment than
Mr. Lincoln’s oration. He does not re-
member any particular applanse ; he con-
sidered Mr. Lincoln’sdelivery ungraceful ;
and he was disappointed, because the
speech was not given to the reporters in
the first place, and because it occupied
only three or four minutes in the next
place, In these allegations there is noth-
Ing new. The speech was anything but
ane calenlated to raise hnrrahs; Mr. Lin-
coln's personality was pever supposed fo
be overabonnding with graces, and the
brevity of the speech hes long been recog-
nized as adding to its Tores,

Mr. Young does not guestion the existing
version of the speech, and that leaves its
standing untouched. The words them-
selves remain to show that they contain an
elevation of patriotic thougbt that is the
more impressive for their simplicity and
terseness,

WILL 1T BE ENFORCED?

The circular issued by the Department
of Justice to the United States Distriet
Attorneys with regard to the enforcement
of the anti-trust statute is jeered at by the
New York Times, onaccount of its phrase-
ology. There is more food for sarcasm in
the fact that the sworn officlals of the law
have to be directed by the Attorney Gen-
eral to perform their duties. But, as the
phraseology of the Attorney General's cir-
eulor asserts that “itis the duty of the law
officers of the Government, as [ doubt not
It will be their pleasure, to do everything
possible within the law to suppress them,
and to punish the wrong-doers,” it ought
to meet the apprebation of every one who
wishes to see the trusts suppressed.  Lan-
gunge conveying such a meaning may be
novel in official circles, but it is eminently
correct, and would be pleasing even if ab-
solutely ungrammatical.

If theee Instructions are carried out In
good faith by the enforcement of the law,
there is no doubt that the end of the great
combinations is close at hand. The law
applies only to combinations to eontrol
inter-State traffic; but a trust which con-
fines its operations to a single State will be
of very limited power to oppress consum-
ers.  Under the law every person engaged
in these monopolies is subject to fine and
imprisonment. The property of the trusts
ecan be selzed by officers of the govern-
. ment while in transportation from State to

State; und any person injured by them can
| sue for triple damages. If these provis-

monoply can continue to do  Dusiness
within the United States

People Are gnd Always Wil Be Different,
nuid Uniformity Is Not Evea to He De-
sired =The Church of the Futnre Will
Embrace a Broad Catholie Dectrine,

Anyhow, creation is not & omacker factory.
That is to say, we were not all mads in the
same mold or marked with the same stamp.
A good many people are not absolutely sure
that this (s troe, but (t fs. One of the very
truest truths that was ever blundered over
sinece the world began.

People are different. Every question in
polities or economlies finds three kinds of
answers: The radieal who wants everything
changed, the reformer who wnnts some
thirgs changed, and the conservative who
wants nothing changed. Every question in
religion finds three sorts of debuters: The
low churcnman who looks at things spir-
ftually, the high churchman who looks at
things ecclesinstically, and the broad
churehman who looks at thing intellect-
nally.

And yet the politiclans, the economista
and the theologinne are all the time trying
to get come act of uniformity passed which
will set up one great, orthedox, universal,
sacred eracker machine, and make all men
after one pattern. Thereare just two waya
of doing, as Carlyle says, oné 15 to outall
troes into the shape of Dutch dragons—
whatever shape that isl—the other is to give
every tree & good, fair, unhindered ochance
to grow. And the Dutoh dragon, cracker
factory notion still holds its old position as
the theory of life for some.

One of the Eternal Truths,

We are only beginning to learn that peo-
ple are different, and that they will never
be all alike throngh all eternity. Theen-
deavors of the high church Presbyterians to
down Dr. Briggs liave been followed by the
slmilar endenvorsof the high churoh Episco-
palians to down Dr. Brooks. The cases are
just the snme. The spiritis the snme spirit.
The high churchmen of both communions
have the sume conception of the church.

It means that a
considerable number of people in Dr,
Brooks® communion believe in a catholie
chureh, that is (as that abuosed aajective
really means), a great, wide, brosd-minded
and ineclusive Christinn society, with a
genuine nnderstanding of human nature,
and of the indestructible differences which
enter essentially into the make-up of the
human ruce, The Christian Church ought
to be big onough to take in nn bonest
Romunist and an honest Unitarian at the
samo timo.

The dull decorum wireh usnnlly reigns In
English courts was the other duy broken by
the smusing ecase of “Guy Fawkes M. P.,"
says an English paper of recent date.

BOME PREHISTORIC BONES,

They Are Discovered Beneath Fifty Feet
of Gold-Bearing Gravel,
Poriland Oregoninn. )

At the Starling hydraulic mine in Jackson
connty a tusk of a mastodon was washed
out a few days since from under s depth of
b0 feat of gravel. The tusk was four inches
in diameter and was porons and ernmbling.
Other bones of the same prehistoric animal
have been found in this mine at diferent
depths. Just how @0 feet of gold-bearing
gravel came to be deposited atop of this
tusk is o question for the geologlst to decide,
It may be that the gravel was washed there
by some prehistorie hydraulle miner, who
took out all the big nuggets of gold and left
only the fine scales for this day and genern-
tion. The mammoth did not become ex-
tinet so long ago ns some other unimals, for
carcasses of & number of the huge bensts
have been found in a frozen condition in
Siborda in 8 very perfect state of presorva-
tion, and their bones have been found in
Misaourd in the smme stratum with homan
hones, and one great hanter and still greater
lint hos given out that he has seen living
specimens of the anfmal in the wilds of the
Qlympic rango.

HOW TO PRESERVE FISHES

It Requires Much Care and Eternal Vigil-
ance to Keep a Collection.
Forest and Stream, ]

Whenever it 18 possible fishes should be
put into the presarving fluid as soon ns they
are taken. After remnining in it a few houra
ik is necesaary to tiike them out, rub off the
mucus and moke Inelslons in the belly, and
if the fish is large, on the sides, to allow the
fluid to penetrate thoronghly. For the firse
bath o mixture of equal pares of aleohol and
water is suitable. The second bath, how-
ever, must contuin a larger per centof nico-
hol—not less than 70. In order to insure
perfect presorviation the specimens must be
examined every few days vntil the flafd has
completely suturnted thom. For final preser-
vation the writer prefors equal
aleohiol, glveerine and wnter. In this mix-
ture tho fishes remain Aexible for study and
retain their colors Iangr than in any other
fluid known to him. henever the presor-
vative becomes discolorad nnid orgnnic mat-
ter collects in the bottom of the jnr or tank,
